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SUMMARY 


This  paper  presents  in  tabular  form  the  composition  of  the 
Active  Fleet  by  ship  name  and  hull  number  for  each  category  and 
class  of  ship,  from  1961  through  1985-  The  tables  also  include 
the  initial  operational  capability  (IOC)  year,  the  displacement 
weights  of  individual  ships,  the  average  ages  of  each  category, 
and  the  total  numbers  and  weights  of  the  fleet  each  year. 

Also  included  are  figures  showing  the  Fleet  accumulations  of 
numbers  of  vessels  and  displacement  weights  for  each  category. 

The  average  ages  of  vessels  in  each  category  and  in  the  Active 
Fleet  from  1965  to  1985  are  shown  graphically,  and  the  distribu¬ 
tions  of  ages  of  each  category  are  shown,  counting  from  1981. 

The  names  of  all  ships  that  entered  or  left  the  Active  Fleet 
between  1961  and  1985  are  also  listed  by  class  and  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order. 

All  of  the  information  in  this  paper  is  derived  from  official 
unclassified  sources,  and  is  presented  for  information  only. 

This  paper  does  not  reach  conclusions  nor  does  it  make  recom¬ 
mendations  .

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  tabular  listings  In  this  publication  are  all  derived 
from  official  unclassified  sources,  and  were  developed  to  serve 
as  bases  for  a  comparison  of  the  United  States'  force  levels  and 
military  investment  to  those  of  other  nations.  The  tabulations 
are  based  on  calendar  rather  than  fiscal  years  so  that  they  can 
be  compared  directly  with  the  available  listings  from  the  other 
nations.  The  information  is  published  separately  in  this  paper 
to  make  it  available  more  generally  for  other  purposes.  Only 
the  Active  Fleet  is  considered  here.  Ships  assigned  to  the 
Reserve  Fleet,  to  Military  Sealift  Command,  or  to  Inactive 
status  are  not  included. 


II.  SCOPE

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III.  RATIONALE 


Tables  1  through  10  present  the  force  levels  and  displace¬ 
ment  tonnages  of  each  category  of  vessel  for  each  calendar  year 
from  1961  through  1985,  and  were  developed  from  an  accounting 
of  individual  vessels  into  and  out  of  active  service.  In  each 
table  the  upper  portion  of  each  class  entry  lists  the  numbers 
of  vessels  of  the  stated  individual  class  in  the  active  fleet 
as  of  31  December  of  the  stated  year.  The  lower  portion  of  each 
class  entry  lists  the  changes  of  the  active  fleet  by  individual 
hull  number  according  to  the  introduction  to  or  dropping  from 
active  status  of  individual  vessels  of  the  stated  class  during 
that  year. 

The  lower  portion  of  each  class  tabulation  for  the  year  1961 
lists  the  numbered  hulls  of  that  class  in  the  active  fleet  at 
the  beginning  of  1961.  All  other  entries  are  preceded  by  a 
plus  (+)  sign  to  show  that  a  particular  numbered  hull  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  active  fleet  during  that  calendar  year,  or  a 
minus  (-)  sign  to  show  that  a  particular  numbered  hull  was 
dropped  from  the  active  fleet  during  that  calendar  year. 

In  many  Instances  a  particular  numbered  hull  is  listed  as 
being  dropped  from  the  active  fleet  (e.g.:  -CVMl  in  1966), 
only  to  be  reintroduced  a  short  time  later  (again,  +CVU1  in 
1970).  Temporary  absences  of  this  nature  are  brought  about  by 
modernization  or  yard  refit  programs,  such  as  PRAM  (Fleet 
Rehabilitation  And  Modernization)  and  SLEP  (Service  Life 
Extension  Program),  among  others. 

♦  Wherever  the  Navy  has  postulated  a  reduction  in  force  with¬ 

out  specifying  which  vessel  is  to  be  dropped  from  the  fleet,  an

entry  of  "-X"  is  made  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  tables  to 
indicate  the  deletion  of  an  unspecified  vessel,  rather  than 
"-41" ,  for  example,  which  would  show  that  a  hull  numbered  41 
is  to  be  dropped. 

An  official  listing  of  the  vessels  in  the  fleet  during  1961 
through  1964  was  not  available,  although  a  listing  of  new  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  fleet  during  those  years  was.  In  some  instances, 
where  numbers  of  older  vessels  were  being  phased  out  of  active 
service,  the  relevant  levels  shown  for  the  years  prior  to  1965 
are  unofficial  best  estimates.  In  each  table  the  years  1961 
through  1964  are  marked  with  asterisks,  and  the  associated 
footnotes  state  that  entries  in  these  years  are  to  be  regarded 
as  estimates. 

The  entry  on  Table  3,  SS  Subs,  Other,  shows  an  inventory  of 
77  WWII  submarines  still  in  the  active  fleet  in  1961,  decreas¬ 
ing  by  unspecified  vessels  until  1965,  and  then  decreasing  by 
stated  hull  number  beginning  in  1968.  The  Identifiable  hull 
numbers  and  names  are  listed  in  Appendices  A  and  B,  but  were  too 
numerous  to  list  in  the  1961  column  for  that  category  on  Table  3- 

The  entries  on  Table  6,  Destroyers  WWII,  etc.,  and  Gearing 
PRAM,  show  inventories  of  115  and  77  older  vessels,  all  of  which 
were  phased  out  of  the  active  fleet  by  1977.  The  identifiable 
hull  numbers  and  names  are  listed  In  Appendices  A  and  B,  but 
were  too  numerous  to  list  in  the  1961  column  for  those  categories 
on  Table  6. 

The  entries  on  Table  10,  Auxiliaries,  Other  (No.  of  Vessels) 
show  an  inventory  of  92  vessels  in  1961.  The  identifiable  hull 
numbers  and  names  are  listed  in  Appendices  A  and  B,  but  were  too 
numerous  to  list  in  the  1961  column  for  that  category  on  Table  10. 

The  displacement  of  a  single  vessel  in  each  class  is  listed 
in  the  first  column  following  the  class  designation,  and  is  the 
displacement  weight  in  long  tons  of  2240  pounds  each.  In 
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instances  where  older  vessels  making  up  a  class  are  not  identi¬ 
cal,  an  average  weight  for  vessels  in  that  class  is  listed,  and 
is  to  be  regarded  as  an  unofficial  best  estimate. 

An  "Initial  Operational  Capability"  (IOC)  date  is  shown  in 
the  second  column  for  each  class  of  vessels,  representing  the 
date  on  which  the  first  vessel  of  that  class  entered  the  active 
fleet 

Tables  11  and  12  present  the  totals,  and  accumulations  of 
totals,  of  the  numbers  of  vessels  in  each  category  and  of  the 
weight  of  all  vessels  in  each  category,  taken  directly  from 
the  bottom  r^ -s  of  Tables  1  through  10.  These  tables,  11  and 
12,  provide  the  values  for  the  construction  of  Figures  1  and  2, 
which  present  these  accumulations  in  graphical  form. 

Table  14  lists  vessels  that  had  their  names  or  hull  numbers 
changed  or  that  were  moved  from  one  class  or  category  to  another 
during  the  years  being  considered. 

Figures  3  through  28  present  the  average  ages  of  all  cate¬ 
gories  of  vessels,  taken  from  the  count  of  each  hull's  dates 
into  and  out  of  active  service,  and  the  distributions  of  ages 
of  each  category  of  vessel,  counted  from  1981. 

Appendix  A  lists  all  vessels  by  category,  class,  hull  number 
and  name.  Appendix  B  lists  all  vessels  by  name,  in  alphabetical 
order,  with  category  and  hull  number. 

If  only  a  vessel's  name  is  known,  it  may  be  traced  to  its 
position  in  the  fleet  by  determining  its  category  and  hull 
number  in  Appendix  B,  then  finding  its  class  in  Appendix  A,  and 
Its  dates  into  or  out  of  active  service  in  the  specific  table 
that  presents  vessels  of  that  category  and  class. 

IV.  DERIVATIONS 

Entries  in  Tables  1  through  10  for  each  category  were 
extracted  from  the  "Listing  of  Ships  By  Delivery  Date"  (Ref.  1), 
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including  hull  number,  name,  weight,  and  date  of  commission.  A 
provisional  table  for  each  category  was  made  according  to  the 
commissioning  date.  Additional  entries  for  each  category  were 
then  extracted  from  "Changes  in  Active  Fleet  Count"  (Ref.  2) 
for  vessels  introduced  into  and  dropped  from  the  active  fleet, 
and  these  were  added  to  the  provisional  tables. 

The  division  of  vessels  into  classes  within  each  category 
was  made  according  to  the  vessels'  weights  as  shown  in  the 
"Listing  of  Ships  By  Delivery  Date"  (Ref.  1),  and  according  to 
information  provided  by  Jane's  Fighting  Ships  (Ref.  3). 

Draft  tabulations  were  then  made,  containing  for  each  cate¬ 
gory  and  each  class,  every  vessel  by  hull  number  as  a  part  of 
the  force  level  from  the  date  it  entered  the  active  fleet  to 
the  date  it  was  released  from  the  "active"  list. 

Where  a  class  of  older  vessels,  such  as  WWII  combatants, 
was  phased  out  of  the  fleet  over  a  period  of  years,  the  numbers 
of  vessels  to  be  shown  in  the  early  years  is  arrived  at  by  work¬ 
ing  backward  from  the  first  year  that  has  no  vessels  of  that 
class  in  the  active  fleet,  and  accumulating  back  to  the  earliest 
year  of  official  record,  usually  1965-  Entries  for  years  earlier 
than  1965  are  estimated  from  unofficial  sources,  such  as  Jane's 
Fighting  Ships  (Ref.  3),  and  should  be  regarded  as  unofficial 
estimates . 

The  draft  tabulations  were  compared  with  the  "Listing  of 
Active  Fleet,  April,  1980"  (Ref.  4)  and  against  the  "Historical 
Force  Levels"  (Ref.  5)  for  approximate  checks  as  befits  compari¬ 
sons  of  levels  at  the  ends  of  calendar  years  with  those  at  the 
ends  of  fiscal  years.  Finished  tables  were  then  constructed 
from  the  draft  tables,  and  summed  to  present  force  levels  and 
weights  for  each  category  in  each  year. 

The  entries  for  Tables  11  and  12  are  those  shown  as  Total 
Vessels  and  Total  Tons,  at  the  bottoms  of  Tables  1  through  10. 
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The  average  ages,  shown  on  Table  13,  were  calculated  from 
an  accounting  of  each  vessel's  entry  into  and  release  from  the 
active  fleet.  Each  vessel  is  assumed  to  average  one-half  year 
old  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  of  its  entry  into  the  fleet, 
and  to  be  released  from  the  fleet  after  serving  an  average  of 
one-half  year  during  its  year  of  release.  Each  vessel's  age  is 
counted  from  its  original  entry  into  the  fleet,  and  is  counted 
according  to  that  age  if  the  vessel  is  withdrawn  from  active 
service  for  a  modernization  program  and  subsequently  re-entered 
on  the  active  list. 

In  numerous  instances  vessels  were  changed  from  one  category 
to  another,  or  had  hull  numbers  changed,  or  had  their  names 
changed  for  various  reasons.  If  the  ships  were  in  the  Active 
Fleet  between  1961  and  1985,  they  are  listed  in  their  proper 
categories  and  classes  according  to  the  dates  of  the  changes. 

For  example,  the  Boston  was  a  cruiser  (CA  69)  until  classified 
inactive  in  1970,  and  the  name  will  be  that  of  a  nuclear  attack 
submarine  (SSN  703)  beginning  in  1981. 

The  Decatur  (DD  936)  was  sent  for  conversion  beginning  In 
1964  to  be  a  guided  missile  destroyer,  and  then  was  reentered 
into  the  Active  Fleet  as  DDG  31  in  1967. 

Table  14  lists  some  of  the  changes  that  could  be  verified, 
and  that  may  assist  in  tracing  a  ship  In  the  fleet.  Other 
renaming  and  renumbering  examples  were  noted  but  were  not 
considered  critical  to  the  presentations  in  this  paper.
